At Emporia the women were worked up to 

' the highest pitch of political excitement over 
the candidacy of Mrs. Jackson for re-election 

The regis- 
tration of women was fifty percent larger 
than a year ago, and 687 women were enrolled 
on the poll books. Most of them voted in 
supportof Mrs. Jackson. The issue was made 
on ihe proposition of the opposition to Mrs. 
Jackson to reduce the salaries of school teach- 
ers in the interestofeconomy. Mrs. Jackson’s 
platform was ‘‘good salaries for good teachers.’’ 

iieturns at9 o’clock tonight indicate Mrs.

At Topeka, abgat 750 women were regis- 
tered, but less than half that number cast their 
votes. They had no candidates in the field 
and were not directly interested in the election, 
the issues involved being local to the various 
Wards. 

THE STRUGGLE AT ATCHISON. 

The women of Atchison had three candi- 
dates in the field for election to the 
school board. They made no issue beyond 
that of the right of women to equal represen- 
tation on the board with the men. LEarly.re- 
turns indicate that they were all unsuccessful, 
arid that the straght republican ticket was 
Victorious. 

_. Six hundred and more women were regis- 
tered at Wichita. About 200 of them voted. 
The election there was a very quiet one, no 
general issue being involved. The ladies had 
no candidate in the field. Returns at this 
hour indicate the election of an equal number 
of democrats and republicans. ° 

A SMALL REGISTRATION. 

The registration of women throughout the 
state in cities of the second and third classes‘ 
was generally smaller than usual, owing to 
the mck of interest caused by a lack of issues, 
the eléction being onlv for petty officials. Re- 
turns from several of these cities indicate that 
a little over half of the women who registered 
voted. 

At Salina the canvass was an animated one. 
The female suffragists had nominated a woman 
candidate to the school board from two wards. 
A colored woman was run by the anti-suf- 
fragists. The suffragists were defeated and 
the colored woman elected by an everwhelm- 
ing inajority. 

At Hiawatha three women were elected to 
the school board, but at Wellington three wo- 
men candidates were snowed under.

WASHINGTON, April 1.—The experiment of 
the-11 o’clock meeting of the senate not 
proving successful, after prayer by the chap- 
lain, there was a call of senators, when only 
twenty-nine answered to their names. A 
second call resulted in the attendance of thirty- 
six senators. Then a motion was made by 
Mr. Cockrell that the sergeant-at-arms be re- 
quired to request the attendance of Rbsentees. 
_ Mr. Plumb preferred to have a recess till 
noon, when, by natural process, the senators 
would be present. 

Mr. Butler gave it as his opinion that if the

PECK’S BAD BOY MAN, 


A Democrat Elected as Mayor of Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin. 

MILWAUKEE, April 1.—The election in this 
city today excited unusual interest, owing to 
the fact that the so-called Bennett law, enacted 
by the lastlegislature, and requiring teaching 
of English in all schools, private and parochial, 
as well as public, was made an issue Repub- 
licans defended the law while the democrats 
were pledged to its repeal, which was demand- 
ed by Catholic bishops and the German Luth- 
eran clergy, who had bitterly denounced the 
law. The polls did not close until 6:30, but 
indications from returns thus far received are 
that George W. Peck, democratic editor of 
Peck’s Sun, has been elected over Mayor 
Brown, who was renominated 
b the republicans. There was 
aley a third ticket in the field, headed by N. S. 
Murphy, labor citizens candidate. Many dem- 
ocrats denounced the position of their party on 
the educational law, but voted for their party 
candidates on the ground that the law was not 
an issne in municipal candidates. The Lu- 
theran and Catholic clergy were very active in 
supporting the democratic candidates who 
were. pledged to the repeal of the law. Full 
returns will be late. 

The democrats elect Peck as mayor and 
their ticket by five thousand majority, 

The Election in Chicago. 

CuicaGco, April1.—The democrats made a 
clean sweep of of all offices in the three prin- 
cipal township elections held here today: The 
majorities varying from 3000 to 4500. The out- 
going south town officeholders are all republi- 
cans and the north town the same, with one 
exception. The west town officials were 
democrats and that party continues in con- 
trol. Inthe annexed towns the republicans 
maintain the lead by a narrow margin. Be-

THE TEMPEST TOSSED | 


INCIDENTS OF THE STORM IN 
KENTUCKY. 


THRILLING ESCAPES FROM DEATH. 


How a Lady Was Saved by Her Loom—The 
Devastation in Clay County-—-Jeffer- 
son’s Appeal for Aid. 


LovuIsviILuK, April 1.—The ruined districts 
show several buildings which withstood the 
greatest violence of the cyclone. 

The ‘Fort Nelson’’ building at the corner of 
Eighth and Main, was in the very center of 
the siorm, but suffered little damage. It is 
one of the most substantial buildings in the 
city, its walls of brick and stone being unusu- 
aliy thick. Its cornicing and roof were con- 
siderably damaged, and thereisa big gap in 
the top rear wall, but it suffered little enough 
to demonstrate the fact .that the strongest 
building is safest in a great windstorm, and 
that it is possible to erect structures that will 
escape the most furious visitation ever known 
in this country. 

OVER IN JEFFERSONVILLE. 

Out of about eighty houses destroyed by the 
tornado in Jeffersonville, owners of four-fiftis 
of the number are poor people whose little 
homes were their only possessions. All of the 
homeless ones have been given shelter by their 
more fortunate neighbors, but the situation 
over there has beer much underestimated, and 
it is a mistake to suppose that no assistance is 
needed in the little city across the river. In 
the blocks between Market, Frontand Mulberry 
and Fort, nearly every home is ruined and the 
inmates lost their furniture. Since the ac- 
cident Dan Phipps has fed and given shelter 
to thirteen families. J. Ferguson, a grocer, 
has provided for an equal number. 

A meeting of the Commercial club was held 
at the city hall last night and speeches fayor- 
ing asking for outside assistance were made. 
Thus far subscriptions to the amount of only 
about $250 have been sent in. 

In Other Parts of Kentucky. 

Lovuisvitue, April 1.—A special from Glas“ 
gow, Ky., says: News just received from the 
lower part of this and Allen- counties, is that 
the tornado of Thursday night did immense 
damage in that section For ten miles beyond 
Barren river and five miles on this side a total 
of fifteen miles, the storm swept everything 
before it, its track extending in width from 
500 yards in some places to half a mile in 
others. Itseemsto have hugged the ground 
closely and did not leave a house or tree stand- 
sng in its course, so far as can be learned here 
now. Andrew Winn’s house in Allen county 
was leveled to the ground and his wife 
killed; George Carver’s house was wrecked 
and his wife killed;a child of Jack Green 
was killed,and Sainuel White,his wife and son 
were cripped. Mr. White had a fruit farm con- 
taining fifty acres and a large number of 
beehives and every tree was*blown down and 
every hive carried away. 

Joe Bush’s house, in Barren county, was 
just on the edge of the tornado, and was un- 
roofed, while Alonzo Whitney’s house, near 
by, was completely demolished, as was also 
William Button’s. 

SEVENTEEN LIVES LOST. 

Seventeen lives in all are said to have been 
lost in Allen county, but their names cannot 
be learned except as above given. Dwellings, 
barns, timber and fences were destroyed, and 
the money loss will be heavy. 

A special from Litchfield, Ky., says: News 
of the damage done in the extreme north- 
western part of thiscounty and the southern 
part of Breckinridge county by the recent 
storm has just reached here. At the falls of 
Rough, several houses and small bridges were 
blown down, and Mrs. Tom Edwards was 
killed. Mrs. Edwards’s husband was drowned 
from a raft of logs at Spottsville bridge, on 
Green river, only a week or ten days ago. 

At McDaniels, eight or ten houses were 
more or less damaged, and the wife of John 
Jarboe, a merchant of that place, was killed 
outright by a chimney being blown over and 
crushing through the roof. Two children of 
John Tucker are reported killed, and several 
other persous more or less injured. 

A LADY’S NARROW ESCAPE. 

Near Hariford, Ky., in the path of the 
storm, was the Gidcombe homestead. Gid- 
combe, senior, was away fromhome. His son, 
aged twenty-two, and daughter, aged seven- 
teen, were killed outright by being crushed by 
stones from a falling chimney. Two others of 
the family were slightly injured, but Mrs. 
Gidcombe escaped death by a miracle. A 
heavy stone chimney was blown over on the 
house, caving in the roof next toit and carry- 
ing the upper floor with it. There was an old- 
fashioned loom on the upper floor, and it 
crushed through with the falling chimney 
and completely inclosed Mrs. Gidcombe under 
it, its massive frame being stout enough to 
hold the roof and falling chimney from grind- 
ing her to death. 


BLEW WHEAT OUT OF THE GROUND. 


Freaks of the Late Tornado in Southern 
Hllinois. 
her. Louis, April 1.--Information from part 
of the tornado-swept region of southern Illi- 
nois and Kentucky is to the effect that fifteen 
families in Bay bottoms, near Golconda, IIL, 
were rendered homeless and most of their 
members injured. The storm literally swept 
growing wheat from the ground. Ten dwell 
ings were totally wrecked and all barns and 
other outhouses destroyed. Several hundred 
head of cattle were scattered and killed. In 
Livingston county, Ky., directly across the 
Ohio river from Golconda, Jacob Schwab had 
his farm house blown away, his barns and 
threshing machine wrecked, and was himself 
carried two hundred feet, dashed against a 
tree, mangled beyond recognition, and died 
instantly. 
A WHOLE FAMILY INJURED. 

The house of William Bell was torn to pieces, 
his furniture blown into the river five miles 
away, his barn demolished, stock killed, and 
of his family of five, every one had an arm or 
leg broken or was otherwise injured. 

Eli Bobbett and family were at Supper and, 
although his house was carried away and de- 
molisbed, no one was hurt. Some of the dishes 
on the supper table were found on the other 
side of the Ohio river. At Henderson, Ky., it 
is estimaged that over forty persons were killed 
or fatally injured in that vicinity, and twice as 
many more wounded, but no names are given. 

On Friday men went over to Circle in 
skiffs, and transferred people from trees and 
roofs to gin houses, which are generally sub- 
stantial buildings. These housés are now 
packed with people, hundreds of people being 
in some of them. Mr. Coombs took to Helena 
one hundred and thirty-one persons and one 
hundred and ten cattle. Many of the}planters 
in the Circle are utterly ruined, and the re- 
mainder have no seed to plant,even should 
the waters subside in time to put ina crop. 
Suffering has been and will be great, and aid 
of all kinds will be necessary to carry the peo- : 
ple through their affliction. 

St. Louis, April 1.—Information from what 
is known as Laconia Circle, a section of coun- 
try between Helena and Arkansas City, which 
is practically surrounded by the. | 
and White rivers, is to the effect that people 
there are in a deplorable condition. Water 
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three houts the Circle was filled even with the 
surface of the rivers. The water averaged 
eight feet deep. This occurred se suddenly 
that the people had no time to do 
Their houses, stock and everything else they 
ate were ig asR naan and in some ss 
swept away “they realized what 
happened. 
The citizens of Helena sent the steamer 
Houston Coombs down there last Thursday as 
a relief boat, to aid the people. A correspondent 
on board writes that when the steamer arrived 
at the a@ number of houses were found 
blown off their blocks or'stilts, aid others were 
careened. -The people had been living in the 
lofts of some of the low houses and when these 
careeped they could only escape by knocking 
holes inthe roofs. Several people were blown

into the Water and swam to others, where. 


they remained Thursday night, and a number 
of cattle were drowned. 


THE OVERFOWED BOTTOMS. 


Not So Bad as Reported at Helena—The Situ- 
ation at Greeneville. 

New Orveans, April 1.—A Times-Demo- 
crat Helena, Ark., special says: Owing to 
the break of the levee at Austin, Miss.,Helena 
has received some relief. Owing to the pres- 
ent rain the river will not fall much here soon, 
as the tise from Cairo will reach us before the 
effect of the rain ceases. Stock that has been 
saved from the flood is having fearful times 
standing the attacks of the buffalo gnats that 
swarm in myriads. The report that the levees 
about Helena had been swept away it untrue. 

FHE SITUATION AT GREENVILLE. 

A Times-Democrat special from Greeneville, 
Miss.,. says: The situation has been very wet 
herexfer the past twenty-four hours. Thé 
heavy rains of last night and all of today have 
made things very disagreeable, in addition to 
the encroachment of backwater in the north- 
ern portion of the city. The water has not 
spread much since last night. In the center 
of town isa high ridge, which was formerly 
the bahk of Rattlesnake bayou. This ridge 
runs @ast and west for a distance, when it 


takes # southeasterly course, until the bayou, 


appears and makes a good drain for water in 
the eastern part of tewn. 

It is now. flowing over the tracks of the 
Louisville, New Orleans and Texas railroad, 
thereby preventing the water from spreadin 
very much in town, and it is quite doubtfu 
whether it will rise any more in the already 
inundated district, as at one place above town 
it is I ier on the inside than the levee, and 
the wafer is running over the levee into the 
river, 

AT OFFUTT’S BREAK. 

The condition of affairs at Miller’s bemd and 
at Offutt’s break, is that the water from Hunt- 
ington break has risen above the flood level be- 
low, and is now passing back into the river 
through the Offut break, thereby relieving the 
waters at our back considerably. The eastern 
bank is, however, letting outa great quantity 
of water, which is fast spreading over the 
eastern rtion of the county, and in some 
places it 1s quite deep. 

Today the mayor appointed a committee to 
look after and care for those who may be in 
distress in the overflowed portions of the city, 
the authorities feeling abundantly able to pro- 
vide for any who may bein want. The condi- 
tion here is not as bad as it seems to be to the 
outside world. Should the flood pass off in 
thirty g-vs a good crop can be made, which

HAVE STOPPED THEGTRAINS.

A STRANGE SCHEME 


Advocated by the Chief Justice of Missis- 
sippi. 

JACKSON, Miss., April 1.—[Special.]—In 
view of the coming constitutional convention, 
Chief Justice Campbell, of the supreme court, 
in response to the request of prominent gentle- 
men, has submitted to the city press his views 
as to the regulation of suffrage. 

HERE IS HIS PLAN. 

“Tam for vesting the power of governing 
the country in the electors possessing the in- 
telligence and the property, for the geod of all, 
and suggest as a sure means of doing this; to 
preserve the right to vote of every one en- 
titled, and to add a provision that every such 
qualified elector shall be entitled to 
cast one additional vote for 
each forty or eighty acres of land owned by 
him or his wife in the county of his residence; 
and one additional vote for every $500 or 
$1,000 of real estate, less than forty acres, 
owned by him or his wife. When he does not 
own more the details of the plan may be ‘ad- 
justed. The quantity of land may be any 
number of acres determined on, and the value 
of the homestead in town and county ‘not 
amounting to the quantity of land prescribed, 
may be fixed so as to preserve the proper 
raito. In order to prevent the few 
very large large land owners from undue power 
as voters, 42 maximum number of additional 
votes, 80 as to strike a general average of the 
country, may be prescribed. For instance, if 
the average of real estate possessors is, say, 
400 acres, and eighty acres should be adopted 
as the basis for an additional vote, let the 
greatest number of additional ‘yotes one may 
cast be five; if forty acrés be the basis, the 
limit would be ten additional votes.” _ 

He continues with an argument showing the 
constitutionality of the scheme, and urges its 
adoption or something better by the constitu- 
tional convention.

A MONUMENT TO BISMARCK. 

A committee comprising inflrential mem- 
bers of all shades of political opinion, of which 
Herr Von Letizow, president of the reichstag, 
is president, has issued an invitation to the 
public to subscribe to the fund for the erection 
of a national monument in Berlin to Prince 
Bismarck. The committee will invite the 
emperor to become a patron of the undertak- 
ing. Today is Bismarck’s seventy-fifth birth- 
day. The railway station at Friedrichsrue 
was almost blocked by the enormous number 
of presents arriving for the prince. During 
the day Bismarck received numberless con- 
gratulatory telegrams. He spent the day 
quietly with his family. In the evening he 
was serenaded. 

The Hamburger Nachristen says that Bis- 
marck, referring to his departure from Berlin, 
said that at his age people did not make sucha 
journey twice. According to the same au- 
thority the ex-chancellor, referring to the 
socialistic strikes, said that they were not the 
worst danger, for they would pass over. The 
saddest possibility for the workers was the 
chance that the strikers would so dishearten 
the employers that they would lose all desire 
to continue business.

‘#The article is so full of errors and mistate- 
ments of facts, thata reply is deemed neces- 
gry. This article, although showing on its 

certain features that should have merited

paper that usually reflects the sentiments and 

injons of the management. 

These statements are the more absurd, 

when we consider the distance from the 

ganctum of the Telegraph to the offices of the 
company, where all the facts could have been 
pasily known. 

“We thank the Telegraph for the compli- 
ment of saying that the road was conceived by 
Macon brains, and was being pushed forward 
‘by Macon’s pluck. That this is a fact noone 
‘will question, and yet it looks 
ptrange that the amount of brains 
gequired to build a_ railroad from 
Palatka to Birmingham, should so far forgot 
jts own interest as to build on a surveyed line 
that barely misses the prosperous and growing 
towns of Greeneville and Thomaston without 
some good reasons, and yet the matter is 
treated as a mere trifle by the Telegraph, when 
all know the efforts made by the company be- 
fore the legislature and the courts, to be al- 
lowed to spend their own money as they saw 
ft. Thomaston and Greeneville have fought 
for the road bitterly, delegation after delegation 
‘was sent to Atlanta, and they indorsed every 
| proceeding known the im courts. The authorities 
of the road at great expense of time and money 
fought these demands, and certainly they had 
| good reason for it. 

“The Telegraph says the road as surveyed 
misses the town of Greeneville three-quarters 
ofa mile—the truth is, it is nearly five miles. 
The Telegraph says it misses Thomaston two 
miles—the line will be three miles from Thom- 
aston. If the Telegraph would _in- 

uire. they would find that railroads built 

rst-class, and by people who expect to oper- 
ate them, and not build to sell out, generally 
emp!oy 4 first-class engineer, and the line is 
surveyed and located to take advantage of 
hills and valleys and watercourses, so as to ad- 
mit of an eas¥ grade. This was done by the 

Macen and Birmingham railroad. W. H. 
Wells, one of the best engineers in’ the south, 
is under the employ ofthe company. Thegrate 
of the Georgia Southern and Florida railroad is 
fifty-two feet tothe inch. To carry this grade 
into Birmingham is an engieering feat that 
establishes the wisdom of the company in em- 
ploying Mr. Wells. He has a grade of fifty- 
two feet to the inch on the Macon and 
Birmingham railread. To go by Thomaston, 
outside of the fact that it would cost $25,000 
to $49,000 more, and to Greeneville $15,000 
more, the grade would have been sixty-four 
of sixty-five feet to the ‘mile. To any 
one who knows anything about building rail- 
rdads it is plain that a grade of fifty-two feet 
to a mile would be perfectly useless and un- 
necessary if we had to.jump to asixty-four-foét 
grade merely to go by Thomaston and Greene- 
ville. W. B. Sparks, president, told the 
Greenville delegation that if they could show 
a line through Creerieville that would not in- 
ctease the distance nor the grade that he 
would build to them, even if it cost us $5,000 
more. This they could not accept for they 
ony. that they could not do it.. They claimed 
that they could raise $12,000 im subscriptfons. 
‘The experience of the Georgia Southern and 
Florida at Valdosta and the Covington and 
Macon in Macon is such that we could bardty 
hope to realizeanythingon them, All the 
mepcee and Birmingham people ask is to be 
allowed tospend theirown money as they 

please. They do not 

scription of any of the  towns—that 
isnot their way of building railroads. They 
are putting their own money in this road, and 
if let alone will soon have a system of roads 
that will reflect credit, not only’ on the man- 
agement, but also on the brains and pluck of 

Macon. They recognize the fact that the rail- 

road of the future is one built the shortest 

practical line between two given terminal 
ints and as near grade level as possible and 
eats rails and rock-ballasted roadbed. Ac- 
cording to our estimate it would be a far better 
investment for the company to move Greene- 
ville and Thomaston to the railroad. than, at 
the expense of grade and distance, to run the 
railroad tothem: We are sorry the two towns 
are not located on the line as surveyed, for 
we think we have brain enongh to appreciate 
the business of the two towns. The present 
value of Macon Construction company stocks 
is proof conclusive that we generally adopt 
business methods and make few mistakes, All 
we ask is that we be allowed to spend our own 
funds as our own business ideas dictate. We 
have hitherto refrained from appearing in 
‘ print inthis matter, preferring to meet our 
acer in the legislature and the courts.

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WHQ RANSACKED DEALER GANS’ 
STORE. 
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A Reminescence of the War, Told by a 
Quackish Dame of Milledgeville—A - 
Queer Procession.

MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., April 1.—[Special.}— 
Your correspondent had a talk with a 
quackish dame, and was entertained fora 
couple of hours by a glibly told story of Mil- 
ledgeville inthe long, long ago. She talked 
of public and of private happenings, of ro- 
mances, etc., that have been forgotten by 
many of the oldest inhabitants, but her story 
of the ‘‘womens’ raid,’’ though never publish- 
ed, is still remembered by those who were in 
Milledgeville in 1864. 

The story, naturally sensational, occurred 
in a sensational time, and instead of being re- 
garded as an event worthy of note, was looked 
upon as one of the i stible out-comes of 
war and was left to perish with the clouds that 
vanished when Lee’s sword was sheathed at 
Appomattox. Tounderstand it fully, the con- 
dition of the people had probably better be 


given. 

The southern portion, of Baldwin and the 
northern part of Wilkinson county, is a regu- 
lar pihey woods country. The soil was not 
cultivated, and the chief products were light- 
wood knots, watermelons and donkeys. he 
first mentioned are split into splinters and tied 
up in five cents bunches, and brought to this 
city in little two-wheel carts, drawn by a little 
gray donkey, and sold to people here, as a sort 
of luxury. This is the main support of the 
people who lived their during the war, and is 
yet the most important wing of their com- 
merce. During the war, the poverty of the 
people made economy a necessity and the 
splinter traffic became unprofitable. Knitting, 
spinning, etc., then became the chief means of 
support, and the products were brought to this 
market where they were bartered for the 
necessaries of life. 

DUPED BY GANS. 

In 64, the population of Milledgeville, like 
nearly every other southern town, was made 
up of Women and children, a few maimed sol- 
diers, and such other men as were relieved 
from service in the army. The population of 
the “‘piney woods’’ was in similar condition, 
every able bodied man being onffjthe frontier, 
defending his home and people. Among the 
men left in the city wasa Jew named Gans, 
who possessed an overabundance of the sagac- 
ity characteristic of his race. Cotton yarn, 
about this time, fell into the hands 
of speculators, or for some reason or other, 
went to a price considerably above 
what the poor condition of the people could 
stand. Gans advertised far and wide, that he 
had animmense lot ef cotton yarns that he 
had bought before the advance at a “‘mere 
song,’’ and that he offered it for sale at a 
price, based on what it had cost him. The 
women, fromthe lower districts, flocked to 
his store in droves to buy the valuable ar- 
ticle, but found on their arrival that Gans 
had duped them, and his price was no lower 
than any other merchant’s. They returned to 
their homes in ill humor, and pondered se- 
riously over the cheerless condition of affairs. 
They discussed the situation among them- 
selves, and finally a convention 
was called at the home of one of the 
neighbors. ‘he object of the  con- 
vention wasto open war On monopoly and 
the line of action adopted at that convention 
was the most successful that opposed a trust. 
They were driven to desperation by pover- 
ty and were “for any port in the storm.’’ The 
examined Gans’s advertisement from a logica 
standpoint and the result of their syllogistic 
conclusions was that Gans had bought his 
yarn before the advance, that he had bought it 
fora ‘“‘mere song’’ and that even if he had 
paid a high price for it, he was well off and 
could afford to lose as much of it as they 
needed. 


THE MARCH ON THE STORE. 

They, therefore, appointed a day in the near 
future when they would march together to 
Gans’s store and demand of him as much of 
the coveted article as they desired. The pro- 
gramme thoroughly arranged, nearly a hun- 
dred women, armed with knives, clubs, etc., 
gathered together a few miles below the city 
and began their march. They were as savage 
as oriental viragos and as determined as fate 
itself. The women of the city stood on their 
porches and ‘looked with amazement, 
at the procession # of irate women 
as they. passed, while the sagacious 
Israelite never dreamed of theforay de- 
scending slowly upon his stock. They arrived 
at his door, entered, drove him from the house, 
and filled their baskets with his choicest 
fabrics, including his stock of yarns, and re- 
turned quietly to their homes to flood the 
markets with their owr handiwork. This day, 
remembered as a ‘“‘black Friday’’ in some 
commercial circles, is an unwritten page in 
Milledgeville’s history, probably due to the 
fact that THE CONSTITUTION was not in the 
arena at the time, and if its story serves to 
interest the reader or recall the incident to 
those who remember it, the writer’s reward is 
complete.

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Cotton Mills in Cotton Fields. 

Judge A. A. Gunby, of Ouachita, Louis- 
lana, recently made a strong plea for home 
manufactures before the agricultural society 
of his state. 

He called the attention to the fact that 
cotton manufacturing has enriched a hun- 
dred mighty cities in Great Britain. Eng- 
land exports more than 100,000,000 yards of 
sotton cloth a day. Over $500,000,000 are 
invested in the industry, and millions of 
people are supported by it. Yet, most of 
their raw material has to be obtained from 
the distant south. It is almost incredible 
that it is possible for,a country so far re- 
moved from our cotton fieldS to take the 
lead in manufacturing our products.. This 
is folly that should be corrected. When the 
cotta factories of Manchester, Leeds, Brad- 
ford.*Nottingham, Glasgow and Paisley shall 
havesbeen transferred to our own fields, then 
the juth will be the industrial center of the 
worle 

Tie judge goes on to show how manufact- 
nring benefits the farmers by affording mar- 
kets for all their products. Even the farmers 
of the west do not have to burn their corn 
when they live near distilleries. Manufact- 
uring enterprises also afford occupation for 
the surplus labor of agricultural regions, 
thys; preventing the occupation of agriculture 
from becoming over-crowded. They in- 
rrease the demand for land and raise its 
value. They improve the roads, school 
houses and public institutions, and make 
people more intelligent and industrious. 

The speaker said: 

In this connection I wish to call your particu- 
lar attention tothe report of the statistician in 
the latter part of the commissioner of agriculture, 
for 1884. On page 474 of that report you find a 
treatment of the subject that “other industries in- 
rrease farm values,” anda diagram given which 
establishes this hypothesis: “Values in agricult- 
nre are enhanced by increase of non-agricultural 
population.”’ This is shown to particularly apply 
to the price of farm lands, it being 
highest where the simallest per cent. of 
the population is engaged in _ farming, 
and lowest where the largest per cent of the peo- 
ple are agriculturists. The same law applies to 
to the wages of farm laborers. They are enhanced 
by the diversification of industries. It is sothe 
world over. Where agriculture is the only calling, 


as in Hindostan, Cuba and some other countries, 
she laborer’s wages are least renumerative. 


Judge Gunby told his hearers that it was 
only necessary to glance at Georgia’s pro- 
gress in cotton manufacturing to see that 
it was in the power of every southern 
state to revolutionize the old industrial pol- 
icy. Where a community is not able to 
build a factory northern capital can be ob- 
tained, but in point of fact, whenever there 
is an opening for manufacturing the home 
people are able to raise the needful money, 
if they will unite and go to work in earnest. 

It is to be hoped that Judge Gunby’s ad- 
dress will have a wide circulation in the 


southwest. It is on the right line. 


The Story Wins. 

Many a work on political economy has not 
sold well enough to pay the expenses of 
publication. Mr. Edward Bellamy was 
doubtless aware of this fact when he decided 
to write his socialistic book. He knew that 
a matter of fact or augumentative statement 
of his theory would find comparatively few 
readers. So he boldly decided to put what 
he had[to say in the shape of a story, and 
“Looking Backward’’ was the result. 

It was a lucky hit. The novel has sold 
to the extent of 333,000 copies. If the 
books were laid end to end they would make 
® continuous line over thirty miles long, 
and if placed one upon another they would 
make a column four miles high. 

If Mr. Bellamy had produced a solid work 
he would doubtless be complaining with 
Herbert Spencer that his books had not 
paid expenses. The story wins, and brought 
fame and fortune with it. 


Our Inquisitive Government, 

The federal constitution makes a provis- 
ton for the census, that is, for a simple enu- 
meration of the inhabitants, but it does not 
authorize a close investigation of purely pri- 
Vaie maiters, 

Our coming sensus takers, who will begin 
their work on the first Monday in June, are 
instructed to ask some very strange ques- 
tions. ‘They will ask each citizen: 

Whether he is suffering from acute or 
chronic disease, with the name of the disease, 


_ and the length of time he has been afflicted. 


Nine times out of ten the citizen will be 

able to answer such a question, and if he 
does answer it positively, in accordance with 
what his doctor has said, he will be answer- 
ing from hearsay, and not of his own knowl- 
edge. 

Then the census man will ask: 

Whether the citizen is defective in mind, 
sight, hearing, or speech, or whether he is 
crippled, maimed, or deformed, and the cause 
of his physical defect. 

Thousands of persons who are a little 
cranky, or slightly defective, are not aware 
of their disability. 

Another searching question is: 

Whether the house or farm owned by a 
Citizen is free from mortgage or encumbrance. 

Now this is a matter of private business, 
just as the other things referred to are purely 
personal and private matters. Buta citizen, 
the officials say, must answer, or be fined 
one hundred dollars. 

The New York Sun doubts the authority 
of the census takers to ask these questions. 
Sometimes a good citizen has sufficient rea- 
sons for not telling anybody that he has a 

Misease, or a physical or mental defect, He 
may be a little in debt, but why should he be 
forced to tell a stranger about it?

self? 
The government is stretching its authority 


too far. The people will resent these Rus- 
sian methods, and many will not hesitate to 
answer at random. The information ob- 
tained will not be very reliable or valuable. 
This census business should be simplified. 
Its scope is too wide, and there is more 
bother than benefit in it. 
Mr. Kennan’s Siberian Work. 

Mr. George Kennan is doing a great work 
in laying bare to the world the secrets. of 
the Russian convict system. It is a work 
which has enlisted his sympathies, and his 
time and talents will be unsparingly devoted 
to it. He has shocked the world with the 
story of Siberia—a story which appeals to 
humanity and brands the policy of the Rus- 
sian government in the treatment of its con- 
victs as cruel and infamous. 

We are persuaded that Mr. Kennan’s 
work will result in a reformation in the 
abuses he writes of. Indeed, he has made 
the Russian authorities wince already, and 
if they do not inaugurate a more humane 
system in the convict camps of Siberia 
through a sénse of justice, they will be led 
todo so through a sense of ‘fear. Every 
political convict sent to Siberia influences 
the publie mind against a despotism whose 
iron heel is upon the liberties of the people, 
and makes new enemies for the czar at 
home. Then, the infamy of it, trumpeted 
to the world, pietures the Russian govern- 
ment as the most cruel and despotic of 
modern times—a reputation no government 
can afford to sustain. 

Thus we are disposed to credit a dispatch 
from St. Petersburg which states that Mad- 
ame Tshebrikova, who recently wrote a 
scathing letter to the czar, instead of being 
secretly conveyed to Siberia, ‘as was at first 
reported, has been set at liberty. This un- 
usual proceeding gives hope for the belief 
that a reformation is at hand in the govern- 
ment’s attitude toward political ‘‘offenders,’’ 
and the time will come when a man can 
say his soul is his own, and not the empe- 
ror’s, even in Russia. _ 


Postal Card Duns. 


The New York Herald reminds its readers 
that there is an act of congress making it a 
criminal offense to mail a postal card con- 
taining matter of a ‘‘libelous, scurrilous, 
defamatory or threatening character, or cal- 
culated and obviously intended to reflect 
injuriously upon the character or conduct 
of another.’’ The penalty is a fine not ex- 
ceeding $5,000, imprisonment of not more 
that five years, or both fine and imprison- 
ment, 

Several queer cases have occurred under 
this statute. A St. Louis man sent this 
postal to a customer: 

Please calland settle account, which is long 
past due, and for which our collector has called 
several times. 

No reply was made, and in a few days the 
following postal was sent: 

You owe us $1.80. We have called several times 
forsame. If not paid at once we shall place 
same with our law agency for collection. 

The merchant was indicted. When the 
case was tried the United States district 
court held that the first card was all right, 
but the sending of the second violated the 
law because it contained a threat to sue 
which was ‘‘both calculated and intended to 
humiliate and injure the person addressed 
in public estimation.’’ Of the first card the 
judge said: 

The language employed is not of a threatening 
character, and in my opinion, no jury would be 
warranted in finding, in view of its contents, that 
it was obviously intended by the writer to reflect 
injuriously on the character or conduct of the per- 
son addressed, or toinjure or degrade him in the 
eyes of the public. 

It is true that it contains’ a demand for the pay- 
ment of a debt and says that it is long past due 
and that a collector has called several times, but 
it is couched in respectful terms and no intent is 
apparent to putitin such a form as to attract 
public notice or to make it offensive to the person 
addressed. 

Business men will have to conform to the 
Jaw, and there is nothing in it that should 
be objectionable. 


Literary Tastes of the Negro. 

A correspondent of the New York Nation, 
writing from Washington, gives some inter- 
esting facts in regard tothe ‘‘literary tastes’’ 
of the negro. While his statements are in 
the main correct it is evident that his obser- 
vation has not had that wide range which 
would give them general application; he 
speaks for a small minority only. 

This writer says—speaking of the negroes 
as a race—that, bent on the improvement of 
their minds, they eschew all works of fiction 
and light literature, confining themselves to 
books that will impart useful information; 
that ‘‘everywhere negroes readily buy the 
Library of Universal Knowledge,’’ while 
those who are of a higher type are students 
of Plato, Aristotle and Cicero. ‘‘Fiction,”’ 
this writer says, ‘‘is under the ban of their 
churches,’’ and they would not be allowed 
to read it if, indeed, their tastes were in that 
direction. 

While the negroes who reside in Washing- 
ton, and have access to the libraries there, 
may be of the class this writer deals with, it 
cannot be said, with a strict regard for facts, 
that the literary tastes of the negro are the 
same everywhere. In the southern states 
the ante-bellum negroes who can read at all 
seek books of information, beginning with 
the Bible and going on in a semi-religious 
line; others, who have been fairly educated, 
may read such books as this writer mentions. 
There are a number of negroes in the south 
who aspire to be leaders of their people; 
these have made the best of their educa- 
tional advantages, are well informed on all 
important subjects, and are not only con- 
stantly seeking information themselves, but 
are earnest in awakening a desire for it 
among their race. But they are compara- 
tively few. 

The young negroes—those who were born 
free, and who are now growing up in the 
south—so far from affecting the kind of lit- 
erature mentioned, cannot and do not toler- 
ate it, reading rather the cheap and sena- 
tional stories with which the country is de- 
luged; subseribing to detective libraries, 
rather than libraries of ‘‘Universal Knowl- 
edge,’’ and looking more eagerly for the 
murder than the moralina story. The rule 
does not apply to all of this younger genera- 
tion, but it is true of a great majority. 

It is trie, and is having an unwholesome 
effect upon them, as it has upon the whites; 
and, perhaps, it would not be going too far 
fo say that much of the crime charged 
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such 
education. 

‘There is no race problem with the negro 
who is bent on improving his moral and in- 
tellectual stature; as the light dawns on him 
he sees his duty clearer and does it in the 
fear of God and the respect of man. It is 
only the perversely ignorant who make 
trouble for themselves and for the section in. 
which they live. It is a pity that this de- 
sire for improvement is not more general 
among the négroes. They would be all the 
happier for it; it would have an elevating 
influence upon the whole race. 

Local Histories. . 

The work which is being done by Mrs. 
Eliza A. Bowen, in writing the history of 
Wilkes county, is worthy of emulation, and 
we notice that other counties in the state 
now have their local historians, who are con- 
tributing some very interesting articles to 
the weekly press, notably Franklin county, 
a sketch of whose historic families makes 
very interesting reading in the columns of 
the Carnesville Tribune. The unwritten 
history of counties where the ‘‘oldest inhabi- 
tant’’ resides would fill many bright volumes, 
which would be invaluable contributions to 
Georgia literature, and would materially as- 
sist the future state historian in his labors. 
There are traditions worthy of preservation; 
scenes and incidents in the early days of 
Georgia life that should have a permanent 
placein history. And these are known only 
to the gray-haired few whose days will not 
be long in the land. 

So it is well that these local histories are 
being written; they have not only a local in- 
terest, but are the property of the state, and 
are in demand everywhere. We commend 
the work that is being done by the Wash- 
ington Chronicle and Carnesville Tribune, 
and trust that it will be supplemented by 
similar work in every Georgia newspaper,

An Anthropologist’s Proposition. 
From the New York Sun. 

In an address on Tuesday night before what is 
called the Academy of Anthropology, Dr. William 
McLaury argued earnestly that women should not 
be tried before juries of men, but before juries of 
women. The finer natures of women, said the 
doctor, makes them understand women far more 
readily and correctly than men do, and they 
should have the benefit of this greater refinement 
of judgment. 

That may be the anthropological view, but is it 
the view of women? Do they want tocome under 
the fire of the keener perceptions of their own 
sex? We have heard no such desire expressed 
amoung them, and we doubt if Dr. McLaury 
makes himself a hero among women because of 
his proposition. 

If he should put it the other way and demand 
that men should have the benefit of the finer na- 
tures of women jurors, his proposition might find 
wider approval. Women have the advantage of 
the consideration for their sex which is felt by 
juries of men, and men might hail with joy the 
prospect of exciting the compassion of women 
juries.

Russia, the czar continues to give almost daily 
proofs of his increasing intolerance and despot- 
ism. “The most recent act of tyranny which he has 
perpetrated is the issue of an imperial ukase dis- 
qualifying Jews from renting or cultivating land, 
from mortgaging it, or from having any dealings 
whatsoever in real estate. When itis taken into 
account that the majority of the six million 
Jews who live in Russia haye in one way or 
another invested their capital in land, the effect 
which the new law will produce upon their 
economic condition can be more readily 

than described. Fervent prayers are being of- 
fered up in all the synagogues in the so-called 
“Pale of Jewish Settlement,” imploring heaven 
to cause the emperor to reconsider his decision 
with regard to the measure, which thé people con- 
cerned look upon as a national calamity. The 
“Pale of Jewish Settlement,” it may be added, is 
a narrow stretch of country in the west and 
southwest of Russia, beyond the borders of which 
the Jews dare not venture except when provided 
with special government permits.

He said the 
antiquarian drew one happy conclusion from 
this book—that there was one thing that 
Daniel could console himself on, if he was 
eaten by the lions, and that was that he would 
mot be called on to make an after dinner 
epeech. 

He said this was his first visit to the south

He had been to St. Augus- 
tine and witnessed the wonderful improve- 
ments placed there by Mr, Flagler, where he 
had gotten together the traces that had been 
left in this oldest city in America of the Span- 
ish reign, and made a palace that rivalled, 
yea excelled, the halls of old Granada and the 
famous Alhambra. He had been satisfied 
after passing through Florida and other por- 
tions of the south, that the day would come 
» “nit would be the most populous part of 
America. It was so well adapted to 
agriculture, so cheap to live in, and to his as- 
tonishment, so healthful, that it could not help 
becoming one of the most populous parts of 
the United States. 

He had before only come as far south as the 
peninsula in Virginia. He had visited Will- 
jiamsburg, and was struck with the fact that 
the citizens of that peninsula were wedded to 
the customs and manners that had passed away 
one hundred years ago. He felt while there 
as if he were living in the civilization of an- 
other century. He made so itty remarks 
about his visit to Virginia, and said that he 
was reminded somewhat of the situation by 
his visit to Charleston. Charleston certainly 
represents the old south. Her people are 
kind, courteous and hospitable. He was 
Btruck by the discovery of the fact that when 
railroads were first built in this country, this 
city prohibited them from coming nearer than 
seven miles of its corporate limits. While 
there he went out to visit the fortsina naphtha 
boat, which he thought was out of place. It 
would have been more fitting to have taken a 
graceful sail-boat. It would have suited the 
surroundings better. The naphtha boat has 
only been invented within the last ten years, 
and very few things that are new are adapted 
to this quaint old place.

Where every citizen has an _ option 
on his neigbor’s lot, to 
bed with it, and expects to wake up next 
morning with profits enough to purchase an- 
other neighbor’s lot; where mines are bein 
developed, timber cut, houses built, and cor 
roads constructed. Since I have come to At- 
lanta I must say that almost all I have heard 
has been realized. I took a drive around your 
city with your distinguished mayor, and talked 
with him for two hours, and I am pre d to 
believe, after listening to him carefully, that 
everything I have heard is true, and 
has about made myself and Mr. 
Hewitt believe that there is not a better place 
in the world to invest our surplus cash than in 
Atlanta, and I am not sure but that we will 
do it before we leave. The truth is, I don’t 
well see how we can get out of it.’’ 

Mr. Depew closed his remarks by an _ elo- 
quent reference to the united country and his 
gratification at the rapid development of the 
whole south. He thanked all present for their 
kindness to him and his friends and promised 
to come again soon, and to remember forever 
the kind treatment that he had received on 
his trip through the south. 

MR. HEWITT TALKS. 

General Gordon then called on Mr. Abram 
S. Hewitt, 

Mr. Hewitt said that he had the advantage 
of his friend, Mr. Depew, for he had been here 
before, and he expected tocome again. He 
had heard what Mr Depew had said, and he 
was prepared to indorse it fully. 

“It has been my pleasure,” he continued, 
‘to be present in several countries with Mr. 
Depew. I have heard him at the court of St. 
James among the best Englishin old England, 
and he was a veritable Englishman. I have 
seen him in France among distinguished 
Frenchmen, and he was as good a Frenchman 
as any of them. They were 
all proud of him. I have 
seen him in Germany with the pipe so famous

in that land, and he madean excellent Hol- 
lander, and therefore, was not surprised to see 
how readily he had developed on this trip into 
a southerner, since he had such a happy fac- 
ulty of adapting himself to the country he was 
visiting, and it would not surprise me if some 
day this great popularity proyed beneficial to 
him in his political aspirations.”’ 

Mr. Hewitt talked further about the devel- 
opment of the south, and he said some wise 
things. 

‘‘J would nut be surprised, in fact I know it 
will be so,’”’ said he, ‘‘that some of your com- 
panies will meet with disappointment in their 
investments; but in ten years those of you who 
are alive will be astonished at the richness and 
wealth of this country. I have been through 
it twice, and I am going through it again. I 
expect to go through it more than that. I am 
surprised at every trip at the new discoveries 
that are made in your material wealth. It is 
wonderful. When I see a people 
whose country has been devastated 
by war as this country was, pull 
olf their coats and go to work with the vim 
and energy thatis displayed on all sides, I 
have great hopes. The south has quit talking 
and gone to work. That is what it needs. 
Whenever you show men of wealth where 
treasures are, they want to get as close to it as 
they are able. They will come, and you will 
gather your reward by being able to show 
them where they can put their money as an 
investinent in the old fields that lie all through 
your country. 

‘‘My friend, Depew, refers to that old city of 
Charleston. When I think how quiet and 
peaceful everything is there, my mind reverts 
to the time when it was the center of attrac- 
tion for this whole contineat, and for all con- 
tinents, as faras that is concerned. I have 
the highest respect for its people. The men 
who were able to create the trouble that they 
did twenty-five years ago are a great people, 
notwithstanding the fact that I was on the 
other side, and with my friend, Depew, did all 
in my power to make them swallow the medi- 
cine which I thought was best ffor them, 
and which, I think, time will show was the 
best for them. I have the greatest respect for 
these valiant men, as I know he does. I am, 
as he says, proud that we are one people again, 
and the time is fast coming when there will be 
no difference of a sectional character to create 
trouble or disturb the peace and quiet of this 
people.’”’ 

He concluded in an eloquent strain about 
the possibilities of the south, and compli- 
mented Atlanta, especially at the close of the 
speech. 

MR. INMAN CALLS TIME. 

Genera! Gordon then called on Mr. John H. 
Inman, who, as a southern man, was president 
of the largest railroad system in the south, and 
who had been instrumental in developing 
great cotton industries, great coal and iron in- 
dustries in the south, and whose name was a 
syinbol of strength not only at home, but 
abroad. 

Mr. Inman rose and said that he was not a 
speaker. He thanked General Gordon for his 
kind allusions to what he had tried to do, and 
said that the time was short, some of the 
guests had to leave, and he would ask to defer 
his speech to some other occasion. It had 
been his mission all his life to act, and not to 
talk, and therefore he begged to be excused. 
Looking at his watch, he said: 

“Gentlemen, we have but three-quarters of 
an hour to get to the train, and while I would 
be pleased to keep you here, Ido not wish to 
be the means of detaining you by any efforts 
on my part at after dinner speaking.”’ 

MR. CALHOUN SAYS A FEW WORDS. 

“At the risk of detaining the party,” said 
the governor, ‘I cannot let the opportunit 
pass without hearing from my friend, John C, 
Calhoun, who is present, and although he has 
had no notice that he was expectad to speak, I 
know he is prepared.”’ 

Mr. Calhoun said that he regreted that he 
had no time to talk, representing ashe did a 
dual position, that of a southerner living in 
New York. He mightsay some things that 
would interest them all, but like his friend, 
Mr. Inman, he would defer it to some vther 
time. He was gratified at what he heard. He 
knew that it would please the southern people. 
It had been his object while in New York to 
do all in his power to mix up northern 
and southern men, he was _satis- 
fied that the more they knew about each other

before he leaves in Georgia marble. 

This is not his first visit to Atlanta, but it 
has been two years since his last visit, and the 
development during that time, he says, 18 
wonderful, and keeps him thoroughly in- 


terested. 

“There is a solid basis for all this develop- 
ment,”’ he continued. “The resources are 
real, and the growth, as a genera) thing, 15 
healthy and in proportion. There isa specu- 
lative tendency, and that I consider danger- 
ous, though, as yet, no material harm has 
been done tr it. 

“There is more to be hoped for in the steady 
development of the mineral and other natural 
resources, than in the building of these little 
cross-road towns. The outlook for this section 
is very promising indeed. 

“T noticed the other day that a boat load of 
Alabamairon had been shipped by an all-water 
route to Pennsyivania. There is nothing to be 
wondered at in this. Its natural enough, and 
more iron will go the same way. 

‘‘No, the development of this section of the 
south isno longer a question ora problem. 
That is what I believed two years ago, and my 
ow since that time has confirmed the 

ief. 

“T have heard much of the marble quarries 
of north Georgia, and am going tomorrow to 
visit them. I have now no investments in 
Georgia, but this a business trip.” 

Mr. Depew Talks. 

Mr. Depew’s visit yesterday was his first to 
Atlanta. 

“In fact,’’ he said, ‘‘I have never been south 
of Richmond before, and there only once. 5o, 
naturally, I have seen a great deal that is in- 
teresting and instructive. I find everything, 
but one, realizes my highest expectations. 
That one exception is the politics—they are 
nearly all democrats. 

“*T have been delighted with the trip. I was 
particularly interested in Charleston. It’s 
just what I have been anxious to see—a _ typil- 
cal southern city that has not yet been yankee- 
ized at all. There are not so many people on 
the streets there, and they are notin a hurry 
and rush as they are here. The hospitality of 
those people was royal. I shall remember it 
always as a beautiful type of the old south. 

‘Now, Atlanta is thoroughly a yankee town. 
You wont find a busier or more thriving town 
in all the east or north, and it is a 
credit, an honor, to this new south. 

“‘T believe, too, that Florida hasa great fu- 
ture in store forit. Nearly every man you see 
down there hasa lump of phosphate in his 
pocket,and wants you to take stock in hiscom- 
pany, or take an option on his find. The 
farmers there are prosperous. They live very 
handsomely on their small farms of twenty or 
thirty acres, and you will hardly find that 
class sO prosperous in any other part of the 
country. 

“No, this isn’t in any sense a_ business trip. 
It was taken for rest and recreation.” 

Mr. Depew has been interviewed oftener, 
perhaps, than any other two men in the United 
States, and his good nature and tact in that 
line is something proverbial. In New York 
newspaper circles, probably without exception, 
he is the most popular repubiican in the 
metropolis. 

‘‘No,’’ he laughed, in reply to the question, 
**T don’t know that I ever get tired of them— 
reporters—and I believe that the year round 
an average of ten a day call at my office. Of 
course, experience is as valuable to a man fre- 
quently interviewed as to the man that inter- 
views by profession. 

‘‘T read all the New York papers, and very 
frequently I wonder at the ingenuity of those 
yeople. For example: Mr. Vanderbilt fell 

ead at 3 o’clock one afternoon. By 4 o’clock 
it was known all over the clty, and there was 
a regiment of reporters at the house in little or 
notime. I told them all to meet me at my 
office at 7 o’clock, and they were there. For 
two hours I was talking, and then for two 
hours more I was kept busy answering ques- 
tions. The agreement was that I was not to 
be known in the matter. 

‘‘Next morning there was Mr. Vanderbilt as 
a financier, by a prominent broker. Mr. Van- 
derbilt as a lover of fine horses, by a prom- 
inent road man. Mr. Vanderbilt as a 
lover of sports, by an old friend found at 
the Windsor. There were from six 
to a dozen different people talking in each pa- 
per, and as a matter of fact they had seen only 
one. Of course it was tenfold more interesting 
as they made it up.”’ 

Mr. Depew is one of the few people that 
look like their newspaper pictures—from fiity- 
five to — years of age, apparently, genial, 
bright, and at home anywhere.

Mr. Depew and his party, with Mr. and 
Mrs. John H. Inman and party, left last night 
at 11:15 over the Western and Atlantic for 
Chattanooga. They stop over briefiy at Chat- 
tanooga, Knoxville and other points of inter- 
est on the return to New York. 

Mrs. Hewitt, Miss Hewitt, Dr. Keys and 
Mr. Hargoud left over the Richmond and Dan- 
ville at 6 yesterday evening. 

Mr. Hewitt and Mr. John C. Calhoun leave 
this forenoon in Mr. Gabbett’s private car for 
a trip over the Marietta and North Georgia to 
the marbie quarries in Pickens county, and 
will extend their trip to the Ducktown copper 
mines at Murphy, N. C.

Herman Myers, president of the South 
Bound Railroad company, is authority for the 
statement that work is to begin: on the road 
inside of sixty days. — 

‘The stock was placed easily in New York, 

lItimore and Richmond, and: the subscrip- 
tioris are $10,000 in excess of the required 
$500,000. The construction company is oné of 
the strongest in the south. : 

Mr. Myers says of the work: ‘“We donot pro- 
pose to go about it in the slow, old-fash- 
loned way. We propose to push she 
construction all along the line as vigorously as 
it is possible to do. There will be ne- waste 
oftime. It is the desire to have the line 
ready to move at least a portion of the cotton 

‘for next season’s market, and while we expect 

_to have the road built as rapidly as men and 
money can do it, we propose to have a good 
road bed and sixty-pound steel rails. It takes 
no more time to build a road with good 
material than with inferior material.” 

“When do you expect to go to work ?”’ 

“We ought to bein the field within sixty 
days. I should be very much disappointed if 
we did’nt get to work that soon.”’ 

‘‘Has your preliminary survey been made 
and the line located ?”’ 

“‘There have been two lines surveyed. One 
of the lines by way of Barnwelland Blackville, 
and the other is a somewhat shorter line south 
of those towns, which would leave them a 
short distance from the line. 

“The South Bound company will, of course, 
Inflicate what line it desires the construction 
company to follow in the construction of the 
road. It of course prefers, all other things be- 
ing equal, to take in Barnwell and Blackville, 
although it would be a somewhat longer line. 
Thére are those who feel that those towns 
have not shown that spirit of liberality to the 
enterprise which ought reasonably be expected, 
and they argue that railroads soon make towns, 
as in the case of Cordele, and that towns off 
the route of through lines often find it neces- 
sary to reach trunk lines by branches. 

“Where deviations are made to establish 
towns, there must always be some compensat- 
ing advantages to warrant railroad companies 
in) making them. It is argued by some of the 
principal stockholders that the South Caro- 
lina towns mentioned ought to show as liberal 
a spirit, proportionately, as was shown by 
Savannah inthe way of terminal facilities, 
whereas, they have thus far only given rights- 
‘of-way. Much will depend, therefore, I pre- 
sume, on their disposition to remedy the 
thing complained of.” 

“Your first step will be to organize the con- 
struction company this week ?”’ 

‘Ves, that is the object of the meeting next 
Friday. The charter will be accepted by the 
stockholders of the construction company, and 
its board of directors organized and its execu- 
tive officers elected. 

“Then the construction company will be 
repared to contract with the South Bound 
taiiroad company for the construction of the 

road, and when this arrangement has been 
perfected, an active general manager of push, 
experience and activity will, of course, be se- 
lected by the directory of the construction 
company to enter at once upon the location of 
the line and the construction of the roadbed, 
as I have indicated.’’ 


THE PRICE PAID. 


Five and a Half Millions for the Erlanger 
System. 

The price is $5,500,0000. 

Thats what the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia pays for the Erlanger system. 

The details are given in the special from 
headquarters: 

New* Yor«k, April 1.—Official announce- 
ment was made this afternoon that the East 
Tennessee Virginia and Georgia railroad had 
contracted for the purchase of the Erlanger 
system, a about 1,200 miles of road, 
at a cost of $5,500,000. The stockholders of 
the East Tennessee company will hold a 
special meeting at Knoxville, Tenn., on April 
15th, to formally ratify the purchase and 
to authorize the issue of bonds necessary to 
make payment. The bonds have already been 
suld. They will be based upon securities re- 
ceived by the purchase. President Thomas, 
of the East Tennessee company, made the fol- 
lowing statementin regard to the deal: 

“The main object of the East Tennessee 
company in the purchase, is to make their line 
a leading north and south line, starting from 
Cincinnati and reaching Jacksonville, Fla., 
Mobile on the gulf, Shreveport, New Orleans 
and Memphis. It will by the last purchase by 
the East Tennessee company, and will com- 
plete the system. The Richmond Terminal 
stock will be issued on account of this pur- 
chase. The whole transaction will be an East 
Tennessee transaction and for the benefit of

A little first of April joke was perpetrated 
yesterday on George Danials, a convict in the 
penitentiary, which he will probably appre- 
ciate when he hears of it. 

Danials wag sentenced by the Fulton county 
superior court in January, 1886, to serve ten 
years for burglary. It now appears that:the 
crime was not of a very heinousnature. While 
employed as a porterin the Western and At- 
lantic railroad office Brown succeeded in steal- 
ing $2.90 worth of postage stamps from the 
treasurer. |

These taxes are interesting because they 
show in a measure what is the public demand 
for some things which the state considers luxu- 
ries. There are now eleven auctioneers in 
Fulton county, and they paid $247.50 for the 
privilege of carrying on their business. 

There are ten artists who pay $90. The 
forty-three billiard tables pay $967.50, and one 
hundred and four liquor dealers pay $5,012.50. 
Although the law has been unchanged since 
last year, all the collectors in Georgia during 
the whole of 1889 only reported one dealer in 
futures on whom a tax of $500 dollars was 
levied. Collector Stewart has collected the 
tax this year from two dealers in futures in 
Fulton county, and all the other counties 
where there are big cities this year report one 
or more. Captain Furlow thinks that the 
future business is on the increase. 

Mr. Chauncey M. Depew and Mr. Abram 8. 
Hewitt, with Mr. S. M. Inman, called at the 
capitol yesterday morning, and had a very 
pleasant talk with Governor Gordon. The 
governor escorted the visitors over the build- 
ing, and Sam, the porter, went along to see 
that the doors were opened and that nothing 
of interest was overlooked.

Mr. Depew told one or two little anecdotes, 
and when the party finally returned to the 
governor's office Sam was completely done up 
by what he had heard.

ATTACKING A POSTMASTER. 


Eleven Men Arrested for Maltreating a 
Postmaster. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn.,March 31.—[Special.] 
Several weeks ago Postmaster James Fenn, of 
Snow Creek, Smith county, telegraphed Post- 
master-General Wanamaker for Winchester 
rifles to protect the office from mob violence. 
The matter was referred to Captain Sharp, 
superintendent of inspectors, this city, who 
detailed Inspector Fred D. Peer to investigate 
the case. Inspector Peer, in spite of threats, 
went to Snow Creek incog, and after a few 
days succeeded in obtaining all the facts. It 
appears that Postmaster Fenn is an ex-federal 
soldier, and voted for Harrison, raising a flag 
on the postoftice in honor of his elec- 
tion. Since then it has been 
an ordinary occurrence for mobs 
of twenty or thirty men to attack the postof- 
fice and shoot into it. On one occasion the son 
of Postmaster Fenn was shot and crippled for 
life. The postmaster had been ordered to leave 
the place on: penalty of death, but instead 
made application for means to defend the of- 
fice. Inspector Peer arrested eleven of the 
outlaws, who are most notorious Tennessee 
characters, and four of them escaped. Lemtel 
Burford, William Sexton and John Meadows 
were tried before the commissioner at Car- 
thage, Tenn,, and held in $2,000 bond, The 
others will be tried tomorrow. Great excite- 
ment prevails in Smith county.

In 1862 Bismarck, who had been Prussian minis- 
ter to Paris, was recalled to Berlin by William 
(then king of Prussia only) and made minister of 
foreign affairs. He then organized his plan to in- 
crease the military power of Prussia and to place 
it in the greatest efficiency. The liberals appre- 
hended the creation of a military despotism, and 
resisted the bills to grant increase of army appro- 
priations, In one of his speeches in the Prussian 
house of deputies he explained his policy, as fol- 
lows: “It is not by speechifying and majorities 
that the great questions of the time will have to 
be decided—that was the mistake made in 1848 
and 1849—but by blood and iron.” That was the 
key note of his entire policy in public life. 

As I am but a sojourner in this state, I shall not 
be able to unite, at such a gathering— 
a8 I should be glad to do, and give a reply to this 
question. But Ishouldlike, as a New ‘England 
man, a8 one who had northern convictions during 
the war; as’ one who then regarded himself as
